An attempt to prevent the adver 
tisement f iiquor in newapapers 
throughout the province of: Alberta 
under supervision of the liquor com 
mission was killed In the legislature 
last night The Liquor Control bit! 
Was passed out of the committee of 
the whole in the legislature and ts 
now awaiting the third reading

publishing advertising of a legal 
business waa carried by an unofficial 
count of the vote as twenty seven to 
eleven,

Matheson that his amendment was 
losing ground. 

Mr. Smith argued in favor of al- 
lowing liquor advertising in the lo 
cal newspapers on the grounds that 
if they were not allowed to carry it 
the papers published tn other prov- 
inces would be sent in through the 
mails carrying them. This was not 
fair to the local papers, he contend- 
ed. 

Would Use Circulars. 

He also argued that the brewers 
would send out price lists or circu. 
lars of some kind through the mails, 
which wak nothing more or less than 
advertising. Nothing could be done 
to prevent distribution of this form 


of advertising, he sald, 
The Hon. J. R. Boyle declared 
that there seemed to ba no good 


reason for any regulation preventing 
newspapers from printing advertise- 
ments which had been sanctionud 
by the liquor commissioner 
Continuing, he maintained that it 
was not improbable that tha pro- 
vince was going beyond its power in 


attempting to dictate to the news- 
papers, 
“We may be entering Into the 


field of criminal law when wo pre- 
vent the publication of any aidver- 
tisement whatever,” he said. 

“Advertising should be controlled 
by the board, but I am doubtful tt 
we could go so far as to prohibit it 
entirely.” 

W. M. Davidson, Independent, 
(agary, strongly urged against any 
denial of the right of the newspa- 
pers to carry liquor advertising. He 
contended that forty of the editors 
who were identified with the Al. 
berta Newspaper Association had de- 
finitely voted against the principle 
of prohibition of advertising, Only 
two editors had voted for the pro- 
posal, he declared. 

Several of the letters stated that 
Hanor advertising would not be ac- 
cepted by tho papers represented, 
but the editors stated that they were 
opposed to the principle of having 
the province pass legislation pro- 
hibiting the publishing specified 
advertising of legal business

“The newspapers for the most 
part think that it is fair to have 
government control of advertising, 
the same as we will have govern 
ment control of liquor,”’ said Mr 
Davidson, 

Mr. Brownlee said that after care 


fully considering the question of ad 
vertising with the liquor commis- 
sioner that the conclusion had been 
reached that it would not be In the 
best interests of the province to pro- 
hibit newspaper advertising. Bill- 
boards were another form entirely, 
and could be eliminated 

Mr. Brownlee also expressed the 
opinion that it was very doubtful tf 


newspaper advertising could be 
controlled by the province. 
He cited an instance tn Ontario 


where an atempt had been made to 
control the publishing of race track 
advertising but when the matter had 
been tried in court the bill had been 
declared ultra vires,

The fame of victorious gladiators was so great 
that the emperors, Nero, Commodus, and Caracalla, preferre? th2 
distinction of winning fights in the arena to the ‘applause of li3- 
tening senates’’. Commodus is said to have killed over 1,200 
men with the cestus and the sword for the delectation of the 
Roman populace. 

It is stuff like this that present-day boxing suffers from, or 
rather has suffered from, and it has also had to live down a hard 
immediate past, the past of bare knuckle fighting and the London 
prize ring rules. In the eighteenth and’ nineteenth centuries the 
game was unquestionably brutal. It was looked down on so badly | 
that fighters frequently had to skulk from one place to another if 
order to pull off a match. 

But today brutality in the boxing arena is a myth. The game

New Regulations 

Here are some of the regulations 
enacted by the new Alberta Bee bill: 

Every bee keeper must notify th: 
minister of agriculture within i 
month that he keeps bees. When- 
ever an inspector finds that a fonl 
brood of virulent or malignant type 
exists in any colony of bees, he shall 
immediately order the destruction 
by fire of such colony and the hive 
occupied by it, the contents and ull 
4ppurletances which caniot be dis 
infected. Whenvany tufectious or 
contagious disease is suspected the 
colony or the aplary may be quar- 
antined by the inspector, AN bees 
imported into Alberta are declared 
fo be In quarantine upon the prem- 
ises of their owner, who must notify 
the department: within three days of 
the receipt of the bees by him. The 


inspector may order the removal of 


the bees and in event 
being removed he may order their 
destruction, Wy ery person who suas- 
pects the presence of foul brood is:

Henceforth as both bees and in- 
spectors become more numerous in 
Alberta, it is quite likely that Ale 
berta people will become more fu- 
millar with bees. It would appear 
that there is a wealth of honey now 
going to waste all over Alberta that 
through the increase in the number 
of bee keepers could be turned into 
honey and add a very pleasing dainty 
to the home table as well as bring 
fo Albertans mueh ready cash for 
honey exported even into the proy-

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Vancouver Station R.C.A.F. 
Mas Birds On Every Plane 
in Addition to Wireless and 
Lends Pigeons to Ameti- 
cans Starting World Flight. 


By A. F. ROBERTS 

f1TN the United States aviators hopped off 

from Seattle on the first long leg of their 

round-theworld flight, they took with 
them two unusual passengers. for the American 
air service accepted the offer of the Vancouver 
station of the Royal Canadian air force 
to loan a number of homer pigeons which have 
been trained to return to their station over long 
distances, 

Man-made wings sometimes fail, and though 
the machines will be equipped with wireless the 
extra precaution of taking the pigeon passengers 
may not be amiss. If a forced landing is made 
anywhere between Seattle Prince Rupert, 
which is the first stop on the long flight, the 
birds will surely carry the message back to Van- 
couver, for they have made flights of more than 


and 


550 miles without trouble. 

Incidentally, the Vancouver station of the air 
force supplied the United States aviators with a 
great deal of useful information regarding the 
course between Vancouver and Prince Rupert. 
When Flying Officer Earl MacLeod of the Van- 
couver unit flew to Prince Rupert and return 
last suminer on fisherics patrol service he 
wathered a stock of information regarding air 
harbors, weather conditions and so forth, This 
has been placed at the disposal of the United 
States, 

The Vancouver station is situated on Jericho 
beach, fronting on beautiful English bay, and it 
is the only flying post of the air force which is 
open all the year round, 1t has accomplished a 
great deal of pioneer work along many lines, but 
none is more interesting than the experimental 
uctivities of the past two years in homer pigeons. 


Birds Sure Messengers 

WH Jericho beach unit was the first in 

Canada to have a modern, well-equipped 
loft with a competent staff of birds, and from 
it pigeons have been sent to many of the other 
stations in the dominion where similar services 
have been instituted. Two pigeons are carried 
on every flight and several times they have 
proved their worth. Even wireless breaks down 
at times, and nature's wings are safest. 

The birds have returned safely to the siation 
over distances of hundreds of miles in the 
roughest weather, and they are the proud pets of 
the Vancouver flyers. 

“The development of the homer pigeon a5 a 
carrier of messages is based on the instinct io 
the bird, fostered by careful breeding and train- 
ing, to return immediately to home when 
released,” said the late Major C. M. MacLaurin, 
who, as st 
commenced the experiments with pigeons. 

“This instinct, which is really an ingralned 
love of domesticity, its mate and its young, is 
not requirement. Build, strength, 
initiative and the ability to hand these qualities 
on to their offspring are also points which 
breeders should aim to develop in their birds. 

“Homer pigeons, when in their highest effi- 
ciency, are temperamental and high strung and 
are subject to the strain and nervousness of ail 
high-bred racing animals. Therefore it is very 
{mportant that they be handled with understand- 
ing and sympathy.” 

This sympathy was the keynote of the policy 
at the Vancouver s —and still is. And it 
has brought wonderful results. 

The loft at Jericho beach houses fifty birds. 
It was built along army service lines and was 
adopted only after a careful study and inves 
gation. It faces suutheast, thus admitting the 
maximum amount of sunshine and light, an .m- 
portant festure during the winter months. The 
floor ia eighteen inches off the ground to ensure 
thorougu sanitation and ventilation, and the 
loft is equipped with excellent nest boxes and 
perches.

Wonderful Love of Home 
URING severe weather canvas curtains are 
put over the lower half of the open front of 
the loft. This prevents rain or snow drifting in. 
No other protective measures been found 
necessary in the Vancouver climate. 

The trapping platform is one of the most im- 
portant features of the loft. By a neat arrange 
ment of doors and boxes the birds can easily 
be driven into the boxes when they alight and 
the message thus secured, The nest boxes are 
two feet long and one foot bigh and one and a 
half feet deep. One-half has a lattice door for 
cleaning purposes and for light and ventilation. 
The other balf contains the nest pan, which is 
iwade of earthenware or compesition, 

“It is interesting to note the love which 
the birds have for their nests,” says the corporal 
in charge of the pigeons, “They have a wonder- 
ful tloe carrying straws, strings and weeds 
Wien these are first built and when construc- 
tion {a completed they are in the nest as much 
as possible.” 

The perches are arranged above the nest 
boxes. They are only tive inches deep, being 
made this depth because the birds are inclined 
to build their pests in them rather than in the 
boxes if they are deeper. ‘Ihe top perches are 
ulwars preferred and oftentimes the birds fight 
for possession of the topmost row.

HERE is a special cupboard at the back of 

the loft which is used as a bospital when- 

ever birds are fll. It bas been found advisable 

to separate the sickly one from the rest as soon 
as the first sign of illness appears. 

A card index is kept, in which the stock, 
pedigree and matings of each bird is recorded 
as well as the flights, dates, times, distances 
and weather conditions. Best results in flying 
come from allotting pigeons to definite routes.

light cloth, twenty fnches square, is wrapped 
carefuliy around the bird so that its head is not 
hidden or smothered and the wings and legs 
laid neatly back, The parkage is thrown over 
the side and the cloth protects the pigeon from 
the rush of wind which would otherwise tear 
the feathers from its back. 

The message is written on the thinnest of 
oil parchment and is rolled very tightly and put 
into the small aluminum tube which ts fastened 
to the left leg of the carrier. One often hears 
of carrier pigeons transporting two ounces of 
dope across the international boundary by mean, 
of a special container hung around the neck, 
Such a weight, placed anywhere on the bird, 
would prevent Its taking off let alone flying, for 
experiments at the alr station have shown that 
a pigeon can hardly walk with such a load, 

The loft of the Vancouver station contains 
a number of first olass birds, many of them 
being gifts from British Columbia fanciers. The 
best pigeon at the station is “Morrow's Bill” a 
red chequer cock with Gits, Barker, and Osmand 
strain in his blood. He is a magnificent bird; 
an {deal of the type which the air station is 
trying to develop for its work. He has a 28- 
inch wing spread. 

Another proud possession of the stetion is 
“Pilot's Luck” a 3issons cock so named because 
he brought in a message from a Btation machine 
which had landed in the Straits of Georgia while 
on customs work, The machine was unable to 
get off again in a heavy squall and the pigeon 
cayried in the méssage which brought imme- 
diate assistance, 

“Pilot's Luck” has made three flights of more 
than 600 miles, Determination is one of his 
chief characteristics, as shown by his manner 
in the loft. He was “jumped” from 350 to 550 
miles and made the grade without trouble,

A good 
few others are already flying higher than it used 
to be thought any girl could perch, It ought 
soon to make a change In the very appearance 
of young women in this country—to give them 
a more serene look, I remember being in Paris 
on the night of the armistice, where I had also 
been for some nights previously, and I think the 
most wonderful sight I have ever seen in this 
world was the changed eprearenee of the women 
as they, realized that the black years had come tu 
an end, 

No Cinderella ever looked more different 
after she was dressed by her godmother, “it’s

Such schools as yours are a bursting of light 
through the gloom of*the past.

house. 

In the house the Mann children are not allowed to make any 
noise. ‘‘T won’t have a racket in the house. You keep still.’’ Lf 
they make a noise they’re sent to bed.

All the pent-up energy, all the resentment, all 
the suppressed desires for fun and action, all the evil feeling 
stored up in the miserable hours of repression and punishment 
burst out when the ruler left. 


It takes weeks, sometimes months, to teach such a class the | 


right attitude toward teacher and school. Sometimes it can never 
be taught because the first teaching went so deep. Those who 
pride themselves upon ruling unruly children remember the law 
of ‘‘the contrary direction.’’ You can’t eseape its workings. 
This has nothing to do with the exceptional child who cannot 
be left with others. He’s another story, for another time.

Neither Family Nor Min- 
isters Able to Restrain the 
Prince—Will Marry Some

S the Prince of Wales thinking of renouncing 
| the succession to the throne? 

The Prince's reckless riding has stirred 
the empire again. Since his last and most seri- 
ous fal] at Arborfield on March 15, the question 
has been openly asked. 

There are more ways than ore of renouncing 
the throne. It need not be by public declara- 
tion. There is the prince’s way of wilful seit. 
determination. 

To this rumored view one paper has now 
made direct reference. This is the Labor paper, 
the Daily Herald, which in the course of a sharp 
rebuke to the Prince for risking his neck, said: 

“There is a widespread impression, based 
on reported utterances of his own, that he would 
rather be a private citizen.’ 

While the Prince was stil] occupying a dark- 
ened room, undergoing the usual treatment for 
“oucussion, another tidal wave of counsel rolled 
towards St. James’ Palace. In the House of 
‘-mmons Colonel Moore Bb. abazon asked the 
speaker “whether it is the province of the House 
to represent to the sovereign its great concern 
at the repeated risks run by the heir to the 
throne?” Another section of the press demanded 
that the query be put direct to Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald where it cannot by sidetracked. It 
demanded that both the king and Mr. MacDon 
ld should formally offer advice to the royal 
heir. Thousands of letters from the public in 
the Prince's mail bags stressed the same point 
of view. 

It would not be tbe first time the King has 
talked to the Prince. A iady of high position 
n the court is authority for the etatement that 
there are often painful quarrels between the 
K\ing and the Prince of Wales and that the 
understanding between the Prince and Queen 
Mary is not much better, on account of his un- 
conventional escapades, bis dancing at night 
clubs, bis friends out of hts class, and, above 
all, his repeated and obstinate refusals to marry 
and give an heir to the throne 

The gravity and humor of the eituation is 
extraordinarily mixed. It is not by any means 
humorous to the Queen. The persistence of the 
Prince in remaining a bachelor pains and annoys 
her. She considers his marriage a question of 
duty, and, with her, duty is something quite 
distinct from sentiment. Besides, she is a born

He was once invited to “open” the new 
organ in a village church. Ile played some 
pieces of classical musie—but the villagers said 
they “would sooner have their own organist,” 
the village shoemaker!
